All partioR are Jigreoil that ii certain 
income of §3,000 a year attached to a 
public oflice where there is little to do 
beyond practicing politeness, keejiing 
yourself visible during ollice bourn, and 
adapting to local circumstances epistles 
copied 'from the "Gentleman's Own 
"Lcttor Writer," is, considering the hard- 
ness of the times, a comfortable allow- 
ance. IL will go a long way towards 
keeping the wolf from a man's door, 
and lianda as economical as those of the 
, Minister of Finance may even lay by a 
small surplus for a rainy day. The 
three Ministers who now govern the 
country after an original fashion are 
recipients of salaries that aggregate 
$9,000. The proportion paid to each 
should be suificient to secure their 
services during olfice hours for ,tho 
public. The country, as a matter 
of fact, has a first claim upon their 
services and should they seek to "turn 
an honest penny" by attending to other 
business, they should do it "after 
hours," and tiie compensation, if any, 
should come in the form of "overtime," 
(although wo believe that by a resolu- 
tion of the House "overtime" is not 
allowed subordinate officers of the Clov- 
ernment.) Should they burn tlio mid- 
night oil subojxlinatea are iiot allowed 
one penny by way of extras. We believe 
also that a time-book is kept in the 
Finance Department and that every 
oflScial is required to enter therein the 
exact liour at which he aiTives at and de- 
parts from the public buildings. We 
raise no objection to that systoni. Tt 
is on its trial and should iiavo a fair 
chance of establishing its value. But 
we do object to and protest again.st a 
pernicious practice that lia.s lately ob- 
tained at James Bay, by \ irtue of 
which the head of two important de- 
partmentsis allowed toacce|)t remunera- 
tive employment and devotti several 
hours of the day — hours that should be 
deyotetl to the service of the Province — 
to the transaction of other business, in 
return for which, it is presumed, a 
l)resent lucrative fee or some substan- 
tial reward looms up in the not very 
distant future. Tho Province, as has 
been intimated, has a first claim on 
the services of the gentleman to whom 
we refer. Between the hours of 9 in 
the morning and 5 in the afternoon, 
strictly speaking, he is not his own 
master, but the Province's servant. 
The House cut down the official stafT 
to the lowest limit compatible with 
ofEcioncy upon the distinct understand- 
ing that the heads of departments were 
to assist in the discharge of the public 
business during office liour.s. It wa.s 
never intended — was expressly forbid- 
den- — that tiic head of a depart 
raent should accept employntent otlier 
than that for which be draws 
corapeusation from the Provincial ex- 
chequer. And in contravention of this 
mandate what do we find ? The gentle- 
man who was appointed to fill the two 
most important positions in the (lov- 
ernmeut (those of Chief (,'onimi.ssioni'r 
and Attorney-General) is absent from his 
post for several hours daily. " Not at 
home " to immigmntsi who desire to in- 
terview him on bu.siness connected with 
the public lands. " Engaged" to those 
who wish to consult him on some pro- 
blem that has grown out of the half- 
baked laws of the past two session.s. 
We are told that the gentleman to 
whom we refer has undertaken an im- 
portant arbitration case for the Domin- 
ion Government, and that the prepara- 
tion and conduct of the case for the 
Crown consume about all tho time at 
his disposal during ofEce hours, leaving 
scarcely a moment for the transaction 
of the most ordinary business on behalf 
of tho Province. We do not hesitate 
to say that this state of things should 
not be suffered to continue without 
a serious remonstrance from tho 

tublic or their representatives. The 
elief is daily growing that the Premier 
does not intend meeting the House 
again, if he can help it; but that is no 
reason why, so long as he is in receipt 
of Local Provincial pay, he should 
not devote proper attention to Provin- 
cial affairs. If a subordinate of the 
Government were to undertak-e to fol- 
low the example of his "head," a jolly 
row would be kicked up and he would 
be invited to write out his resignation j 
iiutanler. Why should there be one 
kind of sauce for the goose and another 
for the gander ?

nuich longer, it is clear that our ship- 
builders will bo driven to oilier voca- 
tions."

Tho Zulu "War. 



"JUST BEFORE THE BATTLE" 



A Canadian's diary, picked up at 
Isandula, contains memoranda written 
on tho very day of the massacre, and 
one item must have been inserted with- 
in an hour of the enactment of the tra- 
gedy. The diary belonged to Lieut. 
Pope, of the Second B.Tttalion of fli'> 
24th Regiment, who was among- the 
killed. This officer was a cousin of 
the Hon. J. C. Pop;:, Minister of Mar- 
ine. Portions of the record cast a luritl 
light .on some of the events of that 
dreadful day. The entire record is as 
follows:— "Four a.m.-- A, C", D, E, F, 
H., 1, 2-3, F.N.C., mounted trooiis, and 
four guns off. Great ■firing. Relieved 
by ]-'2-i. Alarm. Three columns Zulus 
and mounted men on hill E. Turn out I 
Seven thousand more RN.E, 4,000 of 
whom went round Lion's Kop. Durn- 
ford's Basutos arrive and pursue with 
rocket 'battery. Zulus retire every- 
where. Men fall out for d'uinos." The 
first sentences evidently refer to tho 
departure of Lord Chelmsford early 
that morning with a portion of the col- i 
nmn, and to the compo.sition of the ! 
force led hy liim. Tho rest is sadly I 
significant The Zulus suddenly a|i- , 
fKsar in great force in diflTerent direc '. 
tion.s. After making their obsei-va- ^ 
tions they rapidly (lisappear in one 
direction, pursued fof.spveral^^uiles liv 
poor eutwitted^iColiwDunNPOBD. All 
^oked serene. The soldiers fall out 



During Bnller's rccoiinaisance on 
tho Umveloosi Kiver (]uite 10,000 Zu- 
lus closed on his lines of retreat, in- 
tent upon cutting him oil! lie made 
good his retreat, lighting all liut hand 
to hand, with the less of three wound- 
ed. Lord William Berosford greatly 
distinguishcdhimsclf, killingthrce Zulus 
with his sabre in single combat, and 
rescuing a wounded sergeant from un- 
der a heavy fire. 

The first news of the victory of IJl- 
nndi came from a Liberal. Sir ISartle 
l'"'rore's dis])atch was the earliest that 
came to hand, and Sir Bartle, with a 
candour that does him honor, ))lainly 
stated that it wasMr. Archibald Foi-bes 
who had brought tho account which 
the High Commissioner despatched to 
his Government. As the DaUij .\''(r,v, 
with justifiable pride, remarks: — "Not 
for the first time, the courage aiul en- 
ergy of our correspondent in Zululand, 
Mr. Archibald Forbes, have relieved 
the anxiety of Governments ami na- 
tions." I\Ir. Forbes' latest exploit is 
an honor, not only to the great Liberal 
journal with which he is connected, 
but to journalism in general — I would 
say, with the permission of tho Nation, 
to journalism as a profession. When 
Mr. Forbes brought the tidings of the 
decisive repulse of the Turkish attack 
on Shipka Pass, and, outstripping six 
aides-de-camp of the Czar, told his story 
of Russian victory to tho Russian Em- 
peror, he surpassed all previous per- 
formances. I doubt whether he has 
not surpassed himself. He witnessed 
the battle of July -Ith near Ulundi. 
As Roon as it was ended — as soon as ho 
saw the Zulu attack broken, and their I 
forces breaking in pieces over the conn- i 
try, he set out to carry the news. The j 
nearest telegraph station was eighty 
miles away, and could only be reached ' 
by a lonely ride through a country [ 
with hostile savages, whore j 
every ravine — and tho ravines are ' 
countless — might hide an ambush. 
With his despatch in his head and his 
life in his hand he rode those eighty 
miles. He arrived at Landman's Drift 
and thence telegraphed the sole narra- 
tive of tho battle first to Sir Ciarnet 
Wolseley, then to Sir Bartle Fi-ere. 
Tho full splendor of this achievement 
hardly comes out as it deserved in the 
published accounts. Forbes covered 
iiis eighty miles over a difficult country 
in fifteen hour.s. It wa.s on the .'ith of 
.ridy at night that his despalclips I'each- 
ed the two High C'ommission<'rH. Three | 
days later, on the 8th, they weri; .still 
tho only source of infor;iuition .at Cape i 
Town. I

'I'ho London World hearn that the 
British Embassy at >St. Petersburg, 
which ima been ratlier avoided for a 

year or two past, is rajiidly regaining 
its popularity. 'I'his is duo in a great 
measure to Lord Dulierin's admirable 
tact and winning inanner.s, as well as 
to Lady Dufl'erin' di.splay of those 
qualities which have rendered the 
"handsome Hamiltons of Killaleagh" 
so deservedly jwpuhir. The entourage 
of the .-Vndjas.sador is also credited with 
part of the iiopularity, the noblo houses 
of Grosvenor, t.'ompton, Boauclerk and 
Haiiiiltonbeing rejircsonted in it, whilst 
tho First Secretary is the Hon. F. 
Plunkett, in whom the proverbial wit 
and geniality of Ireland are happily 
tempered l)y a long experience of for- 
eign Courts.

Major (J'Gorman, ^L P., during the 
Irish Constabulary debat(; in the House 
of Coniinon.s, .said the police in Ireland 
wer(! armed in a way perfectly unneces- 
sary. The excuse was the stories told 
liy Dukes, Marquifjos and Earls, Pro 
testant Archbishops, and others to th» 
Lord Fjieutenant and the Chief Secre- 
tary. Those persons were invariably 
Englishmen who could not pronounce 
the v.-ord "Ceoghegan" — (laughter) — 
and they were led by the nose by' any 
person who came to them with a 
handle to his name. In Ireland they 
once had a sensible Lord Lieuten- 
ant who was an Englishman. (Laugh- 
ter.) He was fond of his bed; and he 
ilid not get up till four or five in the 
afternoon. An Archbishop rushed one 
afternoon into hia room exclaiming, 
"The country is up." "What time ia 
it(" .said the Lord Lieutenant. "Four 
o'clock." "Then it is time everybody 
was up," and he declined to send mil- 
itary to the places to which tho Arch- 
bishop wanted them to go. 

A bootmader, bearing the ominous 
name of Hookey, was charged at Bow 
street with doing out of by tho 

confidence trick, an American Presby- 
terian minister of the name of J. C. 
I Holliday, at the Holborn Restaurant. 
I Hookev proved an alibi and was dis- 
i charged. It appears that Mr. Holli- 
j day:fir8t saw the defendant on the 
evening of July 7, at St Paul's, when 
he said ho was an American, and they 
had a conversation about their native 
country. On a subsequent day they 
met and went to the llolborn Restau- 
rant. They sat at a taljle, and witness 
ordered a cup of tea and defendant u 
glass of beer. They had not been long 
there when a raw Irishman entered 
into conversation with them, and pre- 
sently on discovering from one of them 
that they were Americans he said ho 
was delighted to hoar it, as he liked 
them. I II the cour.se of their talk it 
transpired that the Irishman had come 
into a fortune of .£30,000 and more, 
and that by a codicil in the will of his 
uncle he was to distribute .£1,000 in 
four equal jiarts to four deserving pei - 
sims, 1 1 e said he had already dis])os- 
ed of one-fourth, and he explained how 
he did it. The defendant told tho 
Irishman that he and witness wore re 
sjioiisilile persons and knew many tie- 
serving objects in America, giving him 
an oi}portunity of testing his attach- 
ment to the people if he cared to con- 
sidei- thoni. Ho felt disposed to favor 
their suggefstion, but said he must have 
sei-urity of their faith in him before he 
could trust them. The defendant show- 
ed thi; Irishnian a .£100 note and said 



answer to whom he said he had also a 
purse containing about £2 in cash. 
This he also placed in the" hands of de- 
fendant, who then put both tho pocket- 
book uid gorse in the hreast-coat 
pocket of the' Irishman, as he had done 
previously with his own money, and 
the Irishman left. He did not return 
so speedily as he did before, and 
defendant went to look after him. 
Neither of them camo back, and 
then his suspicions were excited. 
(Laughter). Ho saw nothing more of 
defendant till he met him accidentally, 
when he gave him into custody.

Buildings xoithin certuin Fire Limits 
within the City of Tictoria : 
I 1. That such part of tnu City boiiiuled 
; on tho North by Jolinson street, on tho 
i South by Fort street, on the K.ist by 
: Broad atroot and on tho ^Vest by the 
! Wtiter Frontage bo lioreby declared with- 
in tho Firo Limits of tho City of Victoria, 
j The centre of Johnson to centre of JFort 
from centre of Bro;ul slutll lie limits re- 
ferreil to above. 
I 2. All Builtlings Jicreiif tor urectod with- 
1 in the Firo Limits shall have their outside 
j Walls and party Walls maile of Brick, 
! Stone or other incombustible mateiial.iiid 
such outside Walls shall extend four feet 
' above Wall Plate of Roof, and party Walls 
shall also exteiul to same hoif;ht above 
: Wall I'late of Roof. Roofs shall be cov- 
ered wit!: such material as will afford pro- 
tection against Firo and the Walls shall 
be so constructed as to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely ; of the 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and every part of the'int'erior'and 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
the apex of Roof should exceed tho height 
of Firo Walls, then tho Roof must be 
covered with such material as will afford 
protection asainst Fire. lu the case of 
Gables the ValU are to be carried up to 
the full height of tho Apex of 8aid_ Roof. 
The term Building, as applied in this 
Section, shall not inclado Privies or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

3. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incombustible 
materials, shall bo made to conform to 
this Ordinance. 

-I Tho Wooden Building within the 
said Firo Limits shall not be altered or 
changed without tho written ^lermission of 
tho Chief Engineer of the Mctoria Fire 
Department, approved by a majority of 
the Firo Wardens, which permit shall 
specify fully the alterations or changes re- 
quired, and no such permit shall be given 
if any increase will bo made by thi) pro- 
posed change or alteration in tlio si/.e of 
any Wooden Building witliin tho said 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increase the value of such building 
more than Twenty-fivo per cent. The ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall bo kept on file in the 
ofKoo of the City Clerk. 

5. No Building within tho said Fire 
Limits shall be removed except to a por- 
tion of tho same lot on which it stands or 
to a point outside tho Fire Liuiite. 

0. Whenever any building shall bo by 
any means so much injured as to be, in 
the jiulgmont of the Chief Engineer and 
a majority of tlie I'lre Wardons, a dan- 
gerous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in the judgment of the Chief Engineer 
and a majority of tho Firo Wardens, be 
damaged by lire to the extent of one-half 
or more of its actual value, the Chief En- 
gineer shall cau.sp to bo served upon the 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
the Siuuo forthw"ith, and tho person re- 
ceiving such notice shall -within ten days 
after receiving tho same comply with the 
reciuiremonts thereof. . 

7. One Story J3itiWin</.s— Foundations 
to be notloss than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in tho hard clay or gravel, as the case may 
bo, brick walls to bo not less than twelve 
inches thick. Ttco Sto)^ Building.i— 
Foundations to bo iiot less than twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in tho luird clay or gravel, as 
tho case may be. Brick JFtt^s— Ground 
floor to be not less than seventeen inches 
thick; first floor not less than twelve 
indies thick. _ 

8. Any person or persons violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before tho Police 
Court shall bo punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than one hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall bo deemed 
a new offence and punished accordingly. 

9. The Chief Engineer of the Victoria 
Fire Department and tho Firo Wardons 
are required to see that tho provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to make com- 
plaints in the Police Court for violation 
thereof.
